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7 (b) continued. The amended claims would be rejected on the same grounds as presented in the Office action of July 19, 2005. New 
claims 34 and 35 would also be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Shimuzu et al. That is, Shimuzu et al. disclose a 
closing element (42b) configure to simultaneously engage opposite side surfaces of a left atrial appendage and a shaft having at least two 
lumens as claimed and a generally thinned region adjacent the distal end (at 14). Moreover, the arguments as set forth in the remarks 
filed on 12/16/05 are not found to be persuasive. Shimuzu et al. do indeed disclose a shaft that is curved over its length from the distal 
end to the proximal end. The bending portion (12), as described in col. 3, lines 20-31 , inherently can be curved by means of a bending 
operation wire, even though the bending portion is not illustrated as a curved portion of the shaft. The device of Shimuzu et al can also 
be used to close a left atrial appendage as stated in the rejection. 
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
